Responds to Clark Letter 
To the Editor: 

| would like to respond to a letter 
written by John Clark and published in 
your last edition (November 3, 2006). 

Once again, Mr. Clark is deceiving 
the public with total falsehoods and inac- 
curacies. He said that the City of Romu- 
lus had a contract with DAVCO and 
Associates, but that is simply not true. 

Mr. Clark also said that the two men 
representing DAVCO are personal friends 
of mine—again, nottrue. These men are 
local businessmen, and my association 
with them is strictly professional. 

It is important to note that these 
businessmen approached the City at a 
council meeting under the petitioners’ 
section of the agenda. | had nothing to 
do with their appearance at that council 
meeting. In fact, during our most recent 
council meeting, Councilman William 
Crova confirmed that these gentlemen 
approached City leaders as petitioners. 


The City Council took action that it 
deemed appropriate in light of the natu- 
ral gas prices at the time when it ap- 
proved the Lakeshore contract. | did not 
take the request to Council, nor did | 
recommend it. They appeared as peti- 
tioners, and were not paid by the City of 
Romulus for their services. 

Not only did | not take this item to 
Council, but | also do not, and did not, 
vote on this issue or any other issues. 

At the time that this contract was 
awarded, the Council made a wise de- 
cision in locking down pricing, which 
allowed us to properly budget for usage. 
| have no doubt in my mind that Council 
safeguarded our citizens' bestinterests. 

| personally don't know where Mr. 
Clark gets his information, but | do know 
itis untrue. | suggest that he take more 
time to learn the real facts before he 
talks about people who work hard each 
day to make sure that Romulus residents 
receive the best possible City services. 

In 2005 alone, America spent $501 
billion on energy — including gasoline, 
motor oil, fuel oil, coal, natural gas, and 
electricity — marking the first time in our 


nation's history that we spent over half a 
trillion dollars on energy. Some fore- 
casters are predicting that costs will rise 
again. Your City employees are work- 
ing hard to see that we save as much 
money as we can, whenever we can, 
and that is exactly what occurred when 
this agreement took place.

A Thank You and a Pledge for the Future

Following the tremendous outpour- 
ing of support that | received from Rom- 
ulus voters on November 3, | wanted to 
take a moment to express my sincere 
thanks. |also wanted to renew my pledge 
to perform my duties with honesty and 
fairness, and to continue my support of 
the many community-minded programs 
offered by the 34th District Court. 

The Court—one of the busiest in the 
State —is located in the City of Romulus, 
andserves the communities of Romulus, 
Huron, Belleville, Van Buren, and Sump- 
ter. My colleagues — Judge Brain A. 
Oakley and Judge David M. Parrott — 
and | believe that our duty to those we 
serve extends beyond the bench. To 
that end, we have worked to make the 
34th District Court an active partner with 
all of the communities it serves. 

The Court operates a work program 
seven days a week. This allows indi- 
viduals to repay their debt to the com- 
munity by helping with efforts that range 
from trash pickup to major projects such 
as building acommunity playscape. The 
Romulus Historical Society, forinstance, 
regularly benefits from the program. The 
court continues to seek input from 
venues and/or individuals for new ideas 
for the work program. Additionally, in 
recent years, the Court has helped the 
City of Romulus with its Chore Program. 
Managed by the Romulus Senior Cen- 
ter, this grant program provides funding 
for a supervisor to oversee individuals 
who help the elderly with snow removal

and various outside jobs. 

In addition to the work program, the 
Court administers three specialty pro- 
grams, which concentrate on juveniles, 
domestic-violence repeat offenders, and 
drug and alcohol repeat offenders: 
These programs are divided between 
the three judges, and are carefully moni- 
tored by the probation department. All 
programs are held in open courtrooms, 
and the judges encourage citizens to 
come and observe your court at work. 

Furthermore, the judges emphasize 
the education of our youth. Every year, 
on Law Day, the Court holds mock trials 
that pair senior citizens with senior high 
school students. Everyone has fun and 
learns a great deal about the legal sys- 
tem. Field trips are another frequent 
occurrence at the Court. Classes come 
and observe the proceedings, and are 
given a tour of the building, including the 
lockup facility. The judges all take time 
to talk with the students, discussing the 
cases before them and answering any 
questions. Additionally, every courtroom 
displays numerous pictures that were 
drawn by students.from the community. 
This emphasis on the arts is a joint effort 
between the Court and the Belleville 
Arts Council. 

The 34th District Court works for 
you. It doesn’t just have to be a place 
that you come if you’re in trouble. It can 
be educational for your children. It can 
be a resource if you have questions 
regarding the judicial process. Most im- 
portantly, it’s a place that makes deci- 
sions that affect your daily lives.

A low-volume leak that occurred 


Lambert believes that the DEQ 


Adopt a Pet 


at a hazardous-waste injection well 
facility in Romulus did not contami- 
nate the surrounding area, according 
to officials at the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality. 

Torn Godbold, supervisor of the 
Geological Services section of the 
DEQ's Office of Geological Survey, 
said the above-ground fittings on two 
well heads leaked fluid that remained 
on-site thanks to the facility's self- 
containment system. EDS —the com- 
pany that was operating the well at 
the time of the incident — reported 
that the fluid was “rinse water," al- 
though the DEQ has not completed 
testing to confirm that assessment. 

Repair work has already been 
done on both well heads, according 
to Godbold, and one of the two has 
passed initial testing by the DEQ. 
However, the facility will not be given 
the go-ahead to reopen until the State 
is satisfied that all problems have 
been resolved, and the facility's new 
owner — a company called RDD — 
has been approved to conduct opera- 
tions at the site. 

When he learned of the recent 
leak, Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lam- 
bert said he was disappointed, but 
not surprised. 

“Our city has opposed this facil- 
ity for years because we knew that 
something like this would happen 
sooner or later," he explained. "We 
were lucky this time, but it's just a 
matter of time before something 
worse happens."

should permanently shut down the 
facility — or at least require signifi- 
cantly more stringent safeguards. To 
that end, he and other interested 
parties like Taylor Mayor Cameron 
Priebe are trying to arrange an emer- 
gency meeting with the DEQ. 

"We haven't given up this fight by 
any means," said Lambert. _ 

One thing that did surprise the 
mayor was the fact that the facility's 
developer, Environmental Disposal 
Systems president Douglas Wicklund, 
has turned over operations to RDD. 

But Wicklund, who prefers the 
challenge of developing new projects, 
rather than overseeing day-to-day 
operations, said that he's ready to 
move on. 

"On December 27, 2005, Michi- 
gan's first commercial hazardous- 
waste injection-well facility opened 
its doors for business in Romulus," 
he stated. "| am very proud of EDS's 
success after 15 years of effort. 

"Now, having accomplished what 
| set out to do, | have decided to 
pursue other interests, and allow a 
new team of professionals to take the 
lead in developing this project to its 
full potential. 

"| will miss the many friends and 
associates that | have developed in 
Romulus over the years, and wish all 
the very best," he added. 

As of press time, spokespersons 
for RDD, the facility's current owner, 
had not returned our call seeking 
comment. O

"Nobody." 

"What are you going to do?" 

"Nothing." 

So, the parent says, "You're going 
nowhere with nobody to do nothing? 
Right!" 

Regarding this all-too-commontype 
of non-communication, Anastas told the 
students, "You don't want to talk much 
to your parents, and you feel invincible 
when youtake the car out forthe evening. 
But, you get to the party, and some of 
your friends make some smart remarks, 
egg you on, and soon you have had too 
much to drink. However, you still feel 
invincible, and you try to drive home. 

"Well, let me tell you: Each year, 
6,000 students don't make it home." 

Anastas continued, "| am not going 
to let you self-destruct this way. | am 
going to ask you to sign this pledge with 
your parents. It states that, if you call 
them, they will come and get you, no 
questions asked. 

"Now, the next day, they might want 
to review the situation with you, but you 
have to know that you have this option 
available to you. Teen peer pressure is 
tough, and can be vicious. You need to 
know that you can avoid self-destruc- 
tion and call for help."
